Supersonic is Doomed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The supersonic 
transport, burdened by controversy and a 
billiondollar price increase, has been killed 
again by the Senate, this time, it appears, for 
good. 


Fifty eight senators agreed late Wednesday 
night the American SST bore a price tag in 
econom ic 
and 
environmental 
terms 
the 
nation could not afford. 
Only 
37 senators supported 
federally 
subsidized production o f the peincil-thin, 
faater-thansound craft needed, its backers 
claimed, to maintain American dominance in 
the w orld’s aviation markets. 
Even before it formal defeat the White 
House conceded the demise o f the program 
prom oted by every President since John F. 
Kennedy initiated it nearly a decade ago at a 
coat that has reached $800 million. 


Having killed the SST, the Senate agreed 
to pay for the funeral. 
It voted 92 to 3 to appropriate $156.8 
million in termination m oney split three 
ways: $86.3 million to <B> ST contractors, $58.5 
million to the airlines which had deposited 
that much in good-faith caah in 1967, and $12 
million to shut down the SST office of the 
Department o f Transportation. 
Both the Democratic and Republican 
leaders of the Houae said after the Senate 
vote they aaw little chance their chamber 
would revive the SST.

Its The Law 


Judge Says HippieCan liseGrass 


By Jack Strauss, LL.B. 
Observing a great influx of hippies into their com m unity, and 
pointing out the undesirable and unsanitary characteristics of 
their visitors, the m embers of a city council took imm ediate 
action. 
Aware of the proclivity of hippies for sitting on grass, as well 
as smoking it, they passed a law that prohibited such repose on 
public lawns. The result? It w asn’t long before Hippie Herbie 
was arrested for sitting on the grass in a park. 
"T h at 
law’s about 
as constitutional 
as a Nazi 
goose 
step,"com plained Herbie in court. " I t ’s discriminatory. It’s only 
directed towards us hippies and intended to drive us out of 
to w n .’. 
“ I t ’s only intended to preserve the grass,” was the answer. 
“ Certainly, w e’re entitled to have a little green in our parks.” 
IF YOU WERE THE JU D GE, would you uphold the validity 
of the “ Keep Off the Grass’ law? 
This is how the judge ruled: NO! The judge held that the 
discriminatory purpose of the law was clearly spelled o u t by the 
city counsel; that its purpose was to regulate the use of public 
parks by hippies. To single o u t a social group and stigmatize its 
m embers as “ undesirable” and unsanitary,” noted the judge, 
violated the constitutional guaranty of equal protection of the 
laws. 
"T his court has been consistently vigilant to protect racial 
groups from the effects of official prejudice,” concluded the 
judge, “ and we can be no less concerned because hum an beings 
currently in disfavor are identifiable by dress and attitudes 
rather than by color.” (Based upon a 1971 California Supreme 
Court Decision)

HEROIN 


this strongly addictive drug is prepared from 
morphine. Outlawed even from medical use, 
heroin is the most commonly used drug 
among addicts.

THE STIMULANTS

Fifty eight senators agreed late Wednesday 
night the American SST bore a price tag in

O b s e rv in g a great influx o f hippies into their com m unity, and 
pointing out the undesirable and unsanitary characteristics o f 
their visitors, the members o f a city council took immediate 
action. 
Aware o f the proclivity o f hippies for sitting on grass, as well 
as smoking it, they passed a law that prohibited such repose on 
public lawns. The result? It wasn’t long before Hippie Herbie 
was arrested for sitting on the grass in a park. 
“ That

about

constitutional 
as 
a 
Nazi 
goose 
step,"com plained Herbie in court. " I t ’s discrim inatory. I t ’s only 
directed towards us hippies and intended to drive us out o f 
town.*, 
“ I t ’s only intended to preserve the grass," was the answer. 
"C ertain ly, w e’re entitled to have a little green in our parks." 
IF Y O U W E R E T H E JU D G E , would you uphold the validity 
o f the "K e e p O ff the Grass’ law? 
This is how the judge ruled: N O ! The judge held that the 
discrim inatory purpose o f the law was clearly spelled out by the 
city counsel; that its purpose was to regulate the use o f public 
parks by hippies. T o single out a social group and stigmatize its 
members as "u n d esirab le" and unsan itary," noted the judge, 
violated the constitutional guaranty o f equal protection of the 
laws. 
"T h is court has been consistently vigilant to protect racial 
groups from the effects of official prejudice,” concluded the 
judge, “ and we can be no less concerned because hum an beings 
currently in disfavor are identifiable by dress and attitudes 
rather than by co lo r." (Based upon a 1971 California Suprem e

When most people refer lo "narcoties" tin" 
group of drugs is what thex are talking about. 
Opiates are used mediealh a* pain killers. On the 
street they cause pain for the user and soeietx in 
general. 


OPIUM 
a white powder from the unripe seeds of the 
poppy plant. Opium can be eaten, but is 
usually smoked in an opium pipe. 


M O RPH INE 
is extracted from opium. It is one of the 
strongest medically used pain killers, and is 
strongly addictive. 


H ER O IN 


this strongly addictive drug is prepared from 
morphine. Outlawed even from medical use, 
heroin is the most commonly used drug 
among addicts. It can be sniffed, injected 
under the skin, or into a vein. Street slang for 
heroin includes "scag", "smack", “H", or 
"junk". 


"O N THE N O D " 


or nodding. The state produced by opiates. 
Like being suspended on the edge of sleep. 


M A IN L IN E 


or "to shoot up" injecting a drug into a vein. 


describes the withdrawal that occurs after 
repeated opiate use. The addict can become 
irritable, fidgety, perspiration increases, there 
is a lack of appetite. The main problem in 
discontinuing opiate use is not getting off the 
drug, it’s staying off.

DROP 


to take any drug orally. LSD is usually 
dissolved in water, and may be placed on a 
sugar cube. The term is to "drop acid" 


DMT 


a powerful psychedelic prepared in 
the 
laboratory as a powder or liquid. It is usually 
injected into the vein or smoked along with 
marihuana or in cigarettes. 


PSILO C YBIN 


this psychedelic comes from a mushroom. It 
is less potent than LSD and takes a larger dose 
to get the effect. 


PEYOTE 


from the peyote cactus, causes pronounced 
visual effects. It is used in a religious ritual by 
some Southwestern U. S. and Mexican Indians 
and its use in these rituals is legal. 


M E SC A L IN E 
"mesc" is the common name for this drug 
which also comes from the peyote cactus. 
Stronger than peyote itself, mescaline also 
causes vivid visual impressions. 


DOM
